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A CLOUDBURST 
BROUGHT DEATH 


MOGOLLON, NEW MEXICO, THE 
SCENE OF A GREAT DELUGE. 


TWENTY MINERS MISSING. 


Besides the Loss of Life There Was 
Tremendous Destruction 
ot Property. 


MOGOLLON, N. M., Aug 20.—A terrible 
cloudburst struck this place about 4 p. m. 
yesterday, leaving death and destruction be- 
hind it. John Knight, a miner, who resided 
at Georgetown, was drowned in his cabin. 
Several others are reported missing, but 
eo far only two bodies, those of Knight and 
an unknown Mexican, have been recovered. 
These were found in a field about six miles 
below. 

About 100 families have been rendered 
homeless and 30 houses washed away. Prop- 
erty of the Colonial Mining Co. of Boston, 
Mass., has suffered to a large extent, the 
assay office, mill house, powder house and 
blacksmith shop being washed away. It 
is feared the mine is filled with mud and 
water. The manager and assayer had a 
Marrow escape, being assisted to the bank 
by means of ropes, 

The Deep Down Mining Co. of Kansas 
City lost their main office and assay office. 

The place is situated in a deep canyon be- 
tween high mountains. 

The flood attained a height of over eight 
feet in the street and lasted over thirty 
minutes. Had its continuance been ten 
minutes longer the whole town would have 
been swept away, as the debris had collect- 
ed in the street, forming a solid wall, just as 
the flood began to recede. Hardly a busi- 
ness house in the town escaped damage. 

The wagon road leading up the mountain 
to the town which was built a few years 
ago at immense cost, and which is the only 
outlet for freighters, has been entirely ruin- 
ed, and all goods brought into the camp 
will have to be brought in on pack animals. 

The storm was general through this sec- 
tion of the territory. Advices from Graham 
state that at about 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon a cloudburst on the mountain 
side caused a flood at the Confidence mine, 
a property belonging to the Helen Mining 
Co. of Denver, Colo., situated about three 
miles from there. The flood carried away 
the shop ahd supplies of the mine. 

Nine horses that were at the ore chutes 
loading ore for the mill were washed over 
the steep precipice and killed. The men 
working at the tunnel barely escaped with 
their lives. 

It is feared that great damage is done 
on the other side of the Mogollon district. 
Nothing definite can be learned on account 
of telephone commnuication being broken. 

It is feared that the loss of life around 
Mogollon will be much greater than first 
reports makeit. There were at least twenty 
persons, mostly miners, living right in the 
track of the great wall of water. They 
occupied, for the most part, adobe dwell- 
ings. These have been swept away and their 
occupants cannot be heard from. Some of 
these may have been warned in time to get 
out of the way, but it is certain that a 
number have perished. 

The loss to the mining companies will 
amount to thousands of dollars. Expen- 
sive machinery had lately been put in the 
mines, and much of this is a total wreck.

PITTSBURG, Fa., Aug. 20.—Many people 
in Pittsburg have been hoarding gold for 
weeks. The bankers have tried to keep 
the fact secret lest the scare increase, but 
the movement has become 80 prominent 
that it is impossible to conceal it longer. 
Individuals having capital have been 


sending to banks in New York and else. 
where asking for gold coin. The desire to 
lay in a store of the yellow metal has 
grown so intense that a premium has been 
asked. Within the last week it is esti- 
mated that fully $100,000 in gold been 
brought to this city at a cost of from 1 
to 1% per cent premium, in additien to the 
express charges. This money is deposited 
in private boxes in various trust com- 
panies of this city and Allegheny.

He also fears that Allen’s 
internal injuries will, with the external ones, 
cause his death. 

Allen was conscious when be, reached the 
Dispensary, and said that the roll of carpet 
which he was carrying to his .home, in the 
rear of 1227 North Eighth street, hung 
down so far that he did not hear the car 
approach and that it was impossible for him 
to see except directly in front of him. He 
the car must have been coming at full 
epeed, for the first thi he knew he was 
being pushed and roll along under the 
fender, and struggling to keep his head out 
of the way. 

He had almost jerked himself from under 
the car sideways when the wheels dashed 
over his arm. 

Officer O’Brien saw the negro as the car 
struck him and rushed to his assistance, 
but the car had passed over him before he 
reached him. He took the name of the 
conductor and motorman and they went 
on south as if nothing had happened. The 
conductor is Henry Stahl, and the motor- 
man Peter Hannigan.

Two Get Fatal Wounds After Mortally 
Shooting a Merchant. 


BEDFORD STATION, N. Y., Aug. . 
Walker B. Adams of this place is lying 
at the point of death as a result of an 
encounter with four burglars. Two of 
the burglars were captured, having first 
been wounded by Adams’ son, William, 
who was himself struck by a pisto] ball, 
which, however, glanced off from a sus- 

ender buckle. Adams’ store is provided 
with a burglar alarm connected with his 
house. Shortly after midnight the alarm 
sounded, and Adams and his son, arming 
There they 
were met by four burglars, who at once 
opened fire. 

The elder Adams was shot in the head 
and he fell to the ground. The son was 
commanded by the burglars to throw up 
his hands. He made a move as if he in- 
tended to comply with the command, When 
he suddenly raised his Winchester and 
fired in rapid succession, wounding two of 
the burglars, who fell within a few feet 
of where the elder Adams lay. 

Young Adams continued to fire, and the 
two burglars emptied their revolvers at 
him. Both the wounded burglars were 
shot in the abdomen, and neither of them 
oan recover. They refuse to say anything 
as to their identity. The elder Adams 
cannot survive his wounds.

Mr. Hanna will not for ome moment con- 
cede defeat in any of the States that go 
to make up the battle-ground, but he told 
every friend with whom he talked pri- 
vately that the ticket could only be elected 
by the most tremendous exertions, con- 
tinued every day from now until Novem- 
ber 3. 

The great battle-ground, as the Republi- 
cans see it, is compact. It includes the 
States of Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Nebraska and Ken- 
tucky. The roseate reports about Illinois 


conceded by the Republicans to have been 


ut out for the benefit of the marines. Un- 
ess the situation changes between now and 
October they confess no man will be able 
to tell with confidence in his prediction 
how Illinois will vote. 

Mr. Hanna talked plainly to his confi- 
dants.

Hickey was put under 
the influence of chloroform, but Duffy re- 
fused to take any anaesthetic, and with 
Spartan indifference to pain, allowed the 
physicians to cut from his thighs 146 pieces 
of skin.

The Czar Disputes the Claims of 
American Fishermen.

declared that up until the cession of Alas- 
ka to the United States she had enjoyed 
exclusive jurisdiction over the North Pa- 
cific Ocean, and has no intention of admit- 
ting that she has given up her right to 
jurisdiction over half of the sea. 

The State Department has determined 
not to abandon the American claims, not- 
withstanding the character of Russia's re- 

ly. Not only is the validity of the claims 
n but the right of Russia to juris- 
diction over a great part of Behring Sea.

Great Britain’s Chief Justice Indicates 
Objections to a Permanent 
Peace Tribunal. 


SARATOGA, N. T., Aug. 20.—Over 4,500 


people assembled in Convention Hall to listen | 


to the address of Lord Russell of Killowen, 
Lord Chief Justice of England, on “Inter- 
national Arbitration,“ before the American 
Bar Assocéation. It was one of the most 
distinguished audiences that ever gathered 
here. When Lord Russell entered the hall 
he was greeted with hearty applause, and 
as he ascended the platform the ovation 
increased and was more demonstrative.

“Friend as I am of peace, I would yet 
affirm that there may be even greater 
calamities than war—the dishonor of a na- 
tion, the triumph of an unrighteous cause, 
the perpetuation of hopeless and debasing 
tyranny. 

It behooves all who are friends of peace 
and advocates of arbitration to recognize 
the difficulties of the question, to examine 
and meet these difficulties and to discrimin- 
ate between the cases in which friendly 
arbitration is and in which it may not be 
practically possible. 

“Arbitration will not cover -the whole 
fleld of international controversy, and until 
the great powers of the world in e 
bind themselves to coerce a recalcitrant 
member of the family of nations, we have 
still to face the more than possible disre- 
gard by powerful states of the obligations 
of good faith and of justice. The scheme 
of such a combination has been advocated, 
— the signs of ita accomplishment are 
absent.

MRS. BELLE SANDFORD GETS A 
WARRANT FOR HER HUSBAND. 


REPEATEDLY ASSAULTED HER. 


Wednesday Night, She Says, He Drove 
Her and Her Children From the 
House in a Drunken Rage. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
issued a warrant Thursday morning against 
James M. Sandford on the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. 

The warrant was issued at the request of 
his wife, Mrs. Belle Sandford, whose tale 
of her husband’s brutality caused Col. Dick 
Johnson to set the wheels of justice to 
work instanter. ; 

Mrs. Sandford is an unusually handsome 
woman, 30 years old. She is tall, slender and 
graceful, a perfect brunette, with a sweet 
face that during her talk with Col. John- 


son bore traces of recent tears. 

According to her story, when Mrs. Sand- 
ford ‘married her husband, in Poplar Bluff, 
in 1896, she was & ma, with three children, 
two boys and a girl. er first husband was 
Conductor Herbert of the Missouri Pacific, 
who had been dead two years. 

Sandford was employed on the Missouri 
Pacific and drew a good salary. Last Sep- 
tember they moved to St. Louis. Sandford 
had secured the position as chief of the re- 
pair department of the Terminal Railroad 
no laa which paid a salary of $100 per 
month, 

They rented a neat flat at 1013 Grattan 
street. Mrs. Sandford, by reason of her 
amiable disposition, won the esteem of her 
neighbors. andford was very little at home 
and made but few acquaintances. He would 
remain away from home for days at a time, 
and when he did come home he was fre- 

—— intoxicated and would mistreat his 

amily. 

Mrs. Sandford tried to conceal her do- 
mestic troubles and declinedto discuss them 
with her friends. She tried to bear her 
burden with patience and shield her hus- 
band. Instead of improving he grew worse, 
she said, and nearly every night he would 
beat her children cruelly. 

This was continued until in July, when his 
treatment of them was so inhuman that 
the neighbors decided to interfere. Several 
of them appeared before the Humane So- 
ciety and laid the facts before that body. 
His case was investigated and the Society 
was going to proceed against him. Sandford 
promised his wife to do better and she ap- 
peared before the Society and pleaded so 
hard that her husband be given another 
chance that the proceedings were dismissed.

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THE FALL KILLED HIM. 


Restaurateur Don C. Thatcher Dies of 
Injuries Received Monday. 


Don C. Thatcher, the well-known restau- 
rant man, died at 4:15 p. m. Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, from the effects of a fall sustained 
at the Century building Monday last. 

Mr. Thatcher was walking on Locust 


street, west of Ninth, where the boilers for 
the building were being put in. A team of 
horses, standing on the street and part of 
the sidewalk, forced him to step on the 
planking over the cellar. In another in- 
stant he hud fallen a distance of 25 feet, 
receiving severe internal injuries. He was 
sent to his home, 3719A Olive street, in a 
critical condition. Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw 
was called in, and gave little hope that 
Mr. Thatcher would recover. 

Mrs. Thatcher is prostrated by the death 
of her husband, and is in no frame of mind 
to discuss business affairs, so it is not 
known what will be done with the two suc- 
cessful — of the deceased. 

It is understood, however, that Mrs. 
Thatcher will institute proceedings for dam- 
ages against the Century building, which 
has been a veritable death-trap, more 
through the carelessness of the contraetors, 
it is charged, than through any defects in 
its construction, 

Mr. Thatcher was notable for his suc- 
cess as a restaurateur, as he invariably 
succeeded in building up a big business 
whenever he went at it. 

Some years ago he made a fortune here 
in St. Louis and spent it in Europe. He re- 
turned to America and made another fort- 
une in Chicago. He lost that. About two 
years ago he again opened a place in this 
city. It was located on BHighth street. It 
soon became too small, so he opened two 
others, one on Seventh and one on Olive 
street, near Tenth. 

All these places flourished in a manner 
calculated to make all the competing res- 
taurant men green with envy. 

Mr. Thatcher was born in Syracuse, N. 
Y., and first came to St. Louis about 30 years 
ago. He leaves, besides his wife, a 5-year- 
old son. He was a member of Ransom Post, 
No. 1, G. A. R. 

The remains will be cremated, —— 
to the desire of the: deceased, expresse 
shortly before his death.

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HOW THE PEOPLE 
RECEIVED BRYAN, 


STENOGRAPHER NEVINS TELLS 
ABOUT THE EASTEEN “TOUR. 


WAS A CONTINUOUS OVATION. 


‘Associated Press Man Who Accompa- 


nied the Candidate 1 by, 
the Enthusiasm of Masses. 


Mr. Frank E. Nevins, the St. Louis sten- 
egrapher who was detailed by the Asso- 
ciated Press to accompany Mr. Bryan on 
his Eastern tour, has returned. He tells 
the story of the trip as follows: 

“Notwithstanding what has been said 
pretty generally in the press of the country 
do the contrary the journey of the Bryan 
party from Lincoln to New York was ac- 
centuated by a series of ovations that for 


magnitude and enthusiasm exceeded the 
expectations even of the 9 friends 
and personal admirers of Mr. Bryan. The 
crowds at all points where crowds could be 
expected were large and in some places they 
exceeded anything that has been known in 
the litical history of the country. 

“The first bi demonstration of the 

rney was at Des Moines, Io., where Mr. 

an was greeted with an ovation which 
will mark an epoch in the political history 
of that State. There were acres of people 
in and around the building in which he 
made his address. 

The next great demonstration was the 

casion of the Clifton House speech on 
is arrival in Chicago. The outpouring of 
the ulace was something unprecedented, 
even in that city of large crowds, andit was 
almost impossible for, the carriage contain- 
ing Bryan and his wife to reach the 
hotel. The police found it necessary to 
resort to force and violence on a number 
of occasions in order to facilitate the pro- 
gress of the party. In spite of all the 
efforts that could be made Mr. Bryan 
was taken possession of by the mob and 
compelled to stand up in the carriage and 
talk a few moments before they would 
jet him pass. Mr. Bryan here, it will 
be remembered, made a brief address from 
the balcony of the Clifton House. The 
Streets in all directions were filled with 
eager crowds for blocks, though many 
oo neither hear nor see anything. And 

ere it may be well to remark that the 
spirit of the crowds which have uniformly 
greeted Mr. Bryan on his tour, to the ex- 
perienced observer, was different from 
— 4: pope heretofore known in American 
politics. 

“There was an intensity about them, an 
earnestness, and even a resentment, show- 
ing a sense of injury and personal feeling 
underlying what they said and did. They 
were clamorous, they were uncontrollable, 
they were even fierce and raging in their 
manifestations of feeling. Sometimes the 
scene was unique and occasionally appal- 
ding. Though accustomed to seeing po- 
liti¢al gatherings for years, the madness of 
some of these street demonstrations that 
took. place during the progress of this trip, 
have exceeded anything heretofore within 
my experience. They were sometimes as 
irresistible as a herd of wild buffalo on a 
— plain fleeing from a burning prai- 
rie. 

“In these assembHes there was a notice- 
able absence of leadership, and familiar 
faces of Democratic bosses were nowhere 
present. Mr. Bryan himself seemed to 
realize this fact when he said in his Clif- 
ton House speech at Chicago: ‘My fellow 
citizens, they tell us that everybody is 
against us but the people.’ 

“Along the route. the inhabitants of vil- 
lages remained up all night in order to 
catch a glimpse of Mr. Bryan, and when the 
train arrived at Valparaiso, Ind., at 20’clock 
in the morning, there was not only an im- 
mense crowd in waiting, but the local com- 
mittee insisted upon r. Bryan's getting 
out of bed and making an address. He 
sensibly declined to make a speech, of 
course, but could not do less than pratity 
the enthusiasm of the people by showing 
himself, 

“The demonstration at Pittsburg was as 
immense and as — # any that he 
met with on his journey. he streets were 
thronged and the opera-house was packed 
so full that even members of the Bryan 

arty were unable to gain admittance. r. 

ryan’s carriage was followed about the 
streets by crowds from place to place until 
midnight. On his visit to the Randall Club 
after the opera-house speeches, he was 
followed tnrough the dim streets by an im- 
mense ‘crowd, and on his return to the 
hotel they still escorted him with shouts 
of enthusiasm. The police interfered on one 
or two occasions and prevented the unhitch- 
ing of the horses from the carriage by the 
mob, who wanted to haul it themselves. 

“It was thought by some that through 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, the home of the 
goldbug press and the headquarters, sup- 
eg of the anti-Bryan sentiment, that 

he crowds would be smaller and less en- 
thusiastic. Such was not the case. They 
Were always large, demonstrative and earn- 
est, and the game in Pennsylvania as in 
Nebraska. 

“Although the train bearing the party 
Over the Pennsylvania Railroad arrived

HORSE. 


THE DOCTORS. DON’T AGREE. 


Some Are Positive That the Blase Fam- 
ily’s Ailment Is Glanders and 
Others Doubt It. 

. 


City Dispensary Physician Alex Jordan, 
after a careful and thorough examination 
into the peculiar sickness which has seized 
upon the family of George Blase, has de- 
cided that it is advisable to send the sick 
ones to Quarantine as a precautionary 
measure. 

Dr. Jordan will not state positively that 
the sickness is glanders, but on the other 
hand he will not say that it is anything 
else. 

The family live in a little frame house 
at 8412 Oak Hill avenue. The house is a poor 
affair, and but a shade better than the sta- 
ble which is but a few steps removed from 
it. 

Blase makes a scant 3 for himself 
and his family cultivating a truck garden, 


the produce from which he sometimes sells 
at market and sometimes peddles from a 
wagen. 

The family consists of his wife and two 
children, one of whom is affected with the 
disease. 

A third child died of the trouble a week 
ago Wednesday, after a short iliness. 

The progress of the disease which carried 
off the child was peculiar. First it com- 
plained of pain in the joints and limbs, then 
red and white spots began to appear on its 
face. There was a discharge from them until 
the child’s face swelled and its throat was 
seriously affected. After about two weeks of 
iliness, accompanied by a high fever, the 
child died im great agony, being taken with 
severe convulsions, which lasted nearly an 
hour. This child was 6 years of age. 

The mother nursed it through the Illness 
and never thought to keep the others away 
from it nor to take any extraordinary pre- 
cautions herself. 

In a few days she noticed the same sort 
of risings on her face and head as had been 
on the child. 

The same swelling occurred, and the same 
affection of the throat. She kept on with 
her household duties until she was com- 
pelled to desist. 

The physician who attended the baby 
thought the disease was erysipelas, but 
being in doubt, he cailed in Dr. A. B. 
Allyn, who has an office near-by. Dr. 
Allyn thought the case was glanders, and 
notified the Health Department. 

In the meantime evidence was hunted up 
to geubscantiate the glanders theory. It 
was stated that early in the spring a stray 
horse was about the place, and at times 
going into the yard and disturbing the gar- 
den. The horse was often chased out by the 
children or led out by the woman. The ani- 
mal was old and sick, and had seemingly 
been abandoned. The boys in the neighbor- 
hood, assisted by Blase and his oldest boy, 
built a sort of shed some distance off, 
which the horse was kept until it died. 

Whether the horse had glanders or not 18 
not known, as he was so old and poor that 
he might have had almost any disease with- 
out its showing much. It is presumed that 
it was from this horse that the disease was 
contracted. 

The youngest baby of Mrs. Blase has some 
swellings and splotches on ite face, but is 
able to run about the place. He was play- 
ing about the yard with his brother during 
Dr. Jordan's visit and seemed to be tty 
well, although he was cross and Irritable. 

Dr. Allyn said: “I was not called into the 
case until a few days before the baby died. 
The physician in attendance tho the 
trouble was erysipelas, but I found t th 
symptoms were not of that disease.
